COLLIERS DROWNED IN FLOODED PIT. 


SOME MIRACULOUS ESCAPES: 


(Rewer's Service to the China Btail.) 


LONDON, September. i 
Sixty-five colliese-porlshed in the Reaattig. pit 
near Falkirk through an inrush of water: “fron a die 
used working above, owing to. the collapse of a, 
barrier. Ten miners engaged inan adjefping section 
mirdeulously escaped. :

Rescue brigades rushed to Redding.and began 
pumping out. The rescuers succeeded Jif reaching 
the bottom shaft but owing to black damp it was 
impossible to keep lights burning. Nevertheless 
they persisted in their efforts to reach the victims 
though there is little hope that any will survive. 
Crowds of gricf-stricken relatives gathered at the pit 
head. The disaster occurred st five in the morning. 
One survivor had a very lucky escape, He was Swept 
off his fect by a cataract of water but. managed to 
reach the shaft. . An old man whose son was in the 
pit telephoned him from the Company's office. The 
son replied that the water was rising fast having 
already reached his waist, and that several of his 
mates were drowned. Shortly. afterwards the 
telephone was.intermipted. 
POTAFO FIELD RESCUE. 
LATER. 
The death roll at Redding i is not so heavy as 
was feared, Twelve entombed men had a miraculous 
escape. Cries were heard at noon from an old pit 
shaft, 35 fathoms deep, half mile from Redding 
under a potato field and rescue operations 
resulted: in twelve men being brovght up, alive.

In their annual report for 1922 
the directors of the Java-China- 
Janan Line, at Amsterdam, say:-- 

“The keen competition by 
Japanese and United — States 
tonnage, and latéralso by Chinese 
ships, increased even further in 
1922,and the freights continued to 


of the company suffered severely 
by the strike of seamen at Hong- 
kong which broke out in January 
last year and lasted seven weeks.
